Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant initiated interview to discuss potential claim language in 
order to (1 ) place the claim limitation of claim 1 3, along with intervening claim 1 1 , into independent claim 1 , thereby 
making claim 1 allowable and (2) circumvent the indefinite issue of claim 13 that arose during the interview conducted 
on 1 1 January 2008. In order to overcome the indefinite issue of claim 13, the Examiner suggested that the claim 
language consist of emphasizing the point that, at least during some circumstances, a value in a register is used (e.g. 
"substituted") instead of the stack pointer. The Applicant was to consider such language upon a subsequent 
amendment to the claims.
